SPAPFRI 
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Under The Capitol Dome

Madison—Man of the month in 


•Wisconsin, and particularly in state 
capitol circles, is courtly, immacul- 
ate, genial William M. Dinnecn, 
former executive secretary of one 
of Wisconsin's most powerful state 
departments, the public service 
commission, and now the subject of 
a grueling investigation by state at- 
torneys hired by Governor LaFol- 
lette to look into the Buckman 
securities debacle". 


Dinneen. known to most utility 


and transportation executives 
jn 


the state and middlewcst because of 
his long service as an executive of 
the regulatory body, dropped out 
of the capitol quietly when the La- 
Follette forces got rid of him by 
the device of abolishing his job 
last October. A few weeks later 
he was catapulted back into the 
bright spotlight of publicity and 
public interest when Buckman in- 
vestigators called upon him to ex- 
plain about $300,000 of income over 
a period of years which they and 


the state tax commission claim was 
not repoitcd in his income tax re- 
turns. 


From $25 to $400 


Dinneen was assessed back taxes 


of about $60,000 on the supposed 
unreported income. A week later, 
testifying before the Dane county 
board of tax review, before which 
he had requested a hearing, he pro- 
duced a sensation with the revela- 
tion that he had borrowed more 
than $30.000 over a period of years, 
while he was secietaiy of the'com- 
inii>sion, from a 
Chicago utility 


magnate who at that time was do- 
ing business m the utility field in 
Wisconsin, and that the loans have 
never been repaid. 


The man who is today under a 


cloud, \vho is due for further re- 
lentless questioning by the shrewd 
and resourceful i n v e s t i g a t o r s 
chosen by the governor to uncover 
the \vorst securities scandal in Wis- 
consin in many years, is one of the 
capitol's best known 
and 
most 


popular residents, and was one of 
the state's best known emploves. 


Dinnecn as secretary of the pub- 


lic service commission 
was the 


kind of man about whom the capi- 
tal's newspapers would print fea- 
ture stories. An employe of the 
commission all of his adult life, 
more than 30 years, he rose succes- 
sively from office boy to the high- 
est executive position in the de- 
partment, after working through 
all the commission's numerous divi- 
sions. 


He began work as an office boy 


at $25 a month, and was hired, he 
recalls, because the commission's 
baseball team needed a good first 
baseman- back in 1908. In 1914 he 
became assistant secretary, and in 
1923 he was chosen for the post 
of secretary. 


For the last three or four years 


at least, according to informed 
capitol sources, he has battled to 
keep his $4.800 job against high 
ranking Progressives who were de- 
termined to "get" him. for politi- 
cal reasons. He survived through 
Governor LaFollctte's first two ad- 
ministrations, however, by virtue 
of his civil service status, and was 
removed only when the reorganiz- 
ation bill was passed with a clause 
providing that 
the 
secretaryship 


shall be abolished, and that the 
duties of that position s,hall be fill- 
ed by a direr tor. 


Civil Service Loopholes 


That a storm will soon break over 


the delicate question of whether or 
not war veterans shall be granted 
preference in state jobs is generally 
believed by high state officials. 


For many years Wisconsin law 


has required civil service examin- 
ers to give \\ar veterans a five 
point credit on grades earned in 
civil service examinations. In the 
1937 legislature a group of poli- 
tically realistic legislators quietly 
enacted an amendment which adds 
that disabled veterans will get a 
10 point lead over non-veterans. 


Last week, \\hen it wai discov- 


ered that 80 per cent of the pres- 
ent employes of the beveiage tax 
a'r.-jsfon lot o^t m examinations, 
and that 50 veterans were success- 
ful, although some of them 
had 


flunked the written exams and had 
gone ahead only by virtue of the 5 
or 10 point peiference, there was 
a great furore. 


The Wisconsin League of Women 


Voters, considered an influential 
lobbying organisation, attacked the 
veterans preference law as "perni- 
cious" and "nefarious." 


Applicants for jobs who failed

EXEMPTIOXS ALLOWED 


Taxpayers should note that under 


the Revenue Act of 1936 the credit 
for dependents as well as the per- 
sonal exemption is required to be 
prorated where a change of status 
occurs during the taxable year, and 
that these credits are allowable 
not only for the purpose of com- 
puting the normal tax but also the 
surtax. 
A fractional part 
of 
a 


month is to be disregarded unless 
it amounts to more than half a 
month, in which case it is consider- 
ed a month. 


For example, a single man and a 


single woman who were married 
on July 20, 1937. and were living 
together on the last day of the tax- 
able year, may file a joint return. 
If they file their return or returns 
on the basis of the calendar year, 
they would be entitled to a per- 
sonal exemption of $2.208.34. which 
is seven-twelfths of $1,000 for the 
husband while single, plus seven- 
twelfths of $1.000 for the wife while 
single, plus five-twelfths of $2.500 
for the period during which they 
were married. If separate returns 
are filed, each is entitled to a per- 
sonal exemption of $1.104.17. which 
is seven-twelfths of $1,000, plus one- 
half of five-twelfths of $2,500. 
If 


during the year 1937 the husband or 
the wife had the status of the head 
of a family prior to their marriage, 
he or she would be entitled to his 
or her pro rata share of the per- 
sonal exemption of $2,500 allowed 
the head of a family for the period 
prior to their marriage instead of 
merely that allowed a single per- 
son. 
However, for the period of 


their marriage any exemption to 
which either might be entitled as 
the head of a family would be 
merged in the joint personal ex- 
emption for that period. The joint 
personal exemption allowable in the 
case of a couple who were married 
and living together during the en- 
tire year may not exceed $2,500. 


If a child under 18 years of age 


and dependent on the parent for 
support reaches the age of 18 years 
during the taxable year, the credit 
of $400 for a dependent is required 
to be prorated in the same manner 
as the personal 
exemption. 
For 


example, should the child's eigh- 
teenth birthday fall on June 30. the 
parent would be entitled to claim 
$200 credit for the dependent child 
—that is, one-half of $400. 
The 


same rule applies to other depend- 
ents where a change of status oc- 
curs during the taxable year.

EVERYTHING TO DO—BUT NO ONE 


TO DO IT 


Only a few months ago the national 


government conceded that in slum clear- 
ance jobs to date it must write off as a 
loss 135 millions which theretofore it had 
called an "investment." 


A little later Mr. DuPont announced 


his bold and vigorous plan of providing 
three million permanent jobs by an in- 
vestment in industry of 25 billion dollars. 


The New Deal financial wizards will 


never forgive Mr. DuPont because he 
pointed out to them that you cannot ex- 
pect to hire any man on a permanent basis 
unless you create an equally "permanent 
investment" of about $8,000 per man. All 
that stuff is above the heads of the slide- 
Kelly-slide financiers. But the terrible 
thing about it is that it is true, and that 
the helter-skelter plan will do just about 
as much good in the long run as putting 
vaseline on a cancer. 


Providing 25 billions is not within the 


immediate resources of our government 
unless we abandon the principles of our 
constitution and start confiscating prop- 
erty; but such a proposal is clearly within 
the ability of the tens of millions of peo- 
ple in this country who are already "in- 
vestors," capitalists if you please, owners 
of savings accounts, insurance policies and 
other common forms of property. 
We 


rather think men of the industrial genius 
so far evidenced by the DuPonts could 
gather a great and voluntary following. 
Extensive numbers of people are willing 
to devote their savings, large or small, 
to business or industrial enterprises when 
they have trust in the judgment and char- 
acter of the managers. 


Everyone recognizes and accepts the 


hazard of loss or shrinkage in all human 
endeavors and attempt to balance it with 
a legitimate hope of gain or growth. No 
one looks for perfect stability but the 
rather natural willingness of many in- 
vestors to enter into far flung plans of the 
DuPont order is bound to peter out when 
what might be called normal stability is 
constantly endangered and jeopardized by 
supercilious manmade conditions or ob- 
structions or lackadaisical plans or ideas 
or pronouncements that would even make 
tea biscuits fall. 


With solid like plans the Adminis- 


tration is entirely out of patience. It de- 
mands haste. Apparently it doesn't real- 
ize that haste and impatience never built 
a worthy chicken coop, nor a corn crib 
that stood up through a November blow, 
to say nothing of a worthy industry em- 


ticians than they could handle gin to their 
own advantage. 


What merit there might be to an Anti- 


lynching Bill if this vicious offense of the 
dark ages were growing instead of dis- 
appearing is hardly as important as the 
disadvantage to the country of passing 
a law to make a damage liability for 
lynching blacks but exempt from its op- 
eration any liability if the lynchers are 
gangsters or if they belong to labor organ- 
izations.

"Oh better that her shattered hulk

EXCESSIVE SALARIES AND THE 


PUBLIC SERVICE 


Senator Steiwer of Oregon resigned his 


seat last week for the stated reason that 
he wished to re-enter the practice of the 
law. 


The senator has served nearly 12 years. 


He was good enough to be elected twice. 
He was great enough to become an out- 
spoken leader in the Republican National 
Convention in 1936 and to be prominently 
mentioned for higher honors. 


He resigned for the same reason that 


has kept many capable men out of poli- 
tics, their ability to make so much more 
money in business or the professions. 


That brings us to the dangerous situ- 


ation bound to arise when the gap be- 
tween a statesman's and another's ma- 
terial compensation is so great that pa- 
trotism and the satisfactions of the pub- 
lic service, the distinctive honor of serv- 
ing the people, are put aside, and often 
for clumsy hands to grasp. 


Fifty years ago there probably wasn't 


a professional man or corporate execu- 
tive who received as much salary as the 
President. 
The income of congressmen 


then compared favorably with the earn- 
ings for personal services of those of dis- 
tinguished ability in their respective lines. 


But with the rapid increase of wealth 


and the extension of corporate forms the 
man who was blessed with good business 
or professional 
ability found himself 


sought after and sometimes offered out- 
landish sums for his services. 


The result has been to turn the talent 


of the country largely into the marts of 
trade where it is devoted to making still 
more money while the salaries continued 
to point skyward. 


The government meantime satisfies it- 


self by requiring the payment of heavy 
income taxes always stimulating the fur- 
ther rise in salaries.

land by a name which appears to 
have meant "Place of the Red Lo- 
tus." The icd lotus still grows here 


I shall tell of them in later articles 
of this series. 


The present name seems to have 


come from a very old name given 
by tribes from India who invaded 
Ceylon at an early date. These in- 
vaders said one of their ancestors 
had been a lion, and called their 
new home "Living Place of Lions." 
Ceylon does not contain real lions, 
but it has bears, panthers, cobras, 
pythons and other dangerous ani- 
mals. 


The general shape of Ceylon is 


like that of a year, with the stem 
near India. A few thousand of the 
people are called "Veddahs," and 
often are spoken of as "wild men." 
They live in the wilds, and hunt 
with bows and arrows. They arc 
the remainder of the earliest known 
inhabitants. 


The vast majority of the popu- 


lation, however, is descended from 
people who invaded the island from 
India between 2,000 and 3,000 years 
ago. 


Only about 9,000 people born in 


Europe live in Ceylon. They are 
chiefly British. The island has been 
part of the British empire for more 
than a century. In addition there are 
over 30,000 whites or mixed-breeds
